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CHANGES IN COMMONWEALTH TRADE IN THE 
FIRST HALF OF 1952 


HE SHARP increase in the combined value of trade of individual 

Commonwealth countries, which began after the outbreak of 

war in Korea had set in train a steep rise in commodity prices 
and continued into 1951, now seems to have passed its peak. 
Commonwealth exports increased by 48 per cent. (£1,374 million) 
between the first half of 1950 and the same period in 1951 to £4,210 
million ; in the second half of last year there was a decrease of 
£290 million (the drop in exports of sterling Commonwealth 
countries was greater at £451 million), followed by a further fall of 
£11 million to £3,909 million in the first half of this year. The 
decrease in export values this half year compared with the first half 
of 1951 was most marked in the case of Australia (40 per cent.) 
and Malaya (42 per cent.), but India and Ceylon also showed a 
decrease and several other sterling Commonwealth countries, 
including the United Kingdom, were exporting at a lower rate in 
the later months of the period. By contrast, Canadian exports in 
the first half of this year were 28 per cent. more than the correspond- 
ing period in 1951. 

Imports into the Commonwealth, on ac.i.f. basis, also increased by 
48 per cent. (£1,503 million) between the first half of 1950 and the 
same period of 1951, but in this case the rise continued with an 
increase of £430 million in the second half of last year when imports 
reached £5,014 million. In the first half of this year, however, 
there was a reduction of £124 million (£159 million for the sterling 
Commonwealth) which is more than accounted for by the initial 
effects of the cutting back of imports by the United Kingdom. 
Many of the principal importing countries of the Commonwealth 
recorded further increases in the early months of this year, and for 
the first quarter imports by Australia (£244 million) and India 


(£203 million) were more than double the rate of import in the first 
half of 1950. Since the first quarter there have, however, been sig- 
nificant reductions in the imports of most countries and Common- 
wealth imports in total were 6 per cent. less in the second than in the 
first quarter. 

Some idea of what these changes have meant to the sterling area 
payments position can be seen from the following table, but it is 
important to remember that import figures are valued c.i.f., not 
f.o.b. as in payments estimates, and there are other significant 
differences, & example in timing, between trade and e—— 
figures. Details of the trade of individual members of the ommon- 
wealth in the first half of this year compared with previous periods 
are shown in the table on page 868.

The increase in the value of total Commonwealth exports since 
the start of the war in Korea has been fairly evenly distributed over 
the main export markets, and the proportion of total Commonwealth 
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exports going to other Commonwealth countries has remained almost 
steady—45 per cent. in 1950, 46 per cent. in 1951 and 45 per cent. in 
the first half of 1952. An increase in the proportion of Australia’s 
and New Zealand’s exports to non-Commonwealth markets was 
largely offset by increases in the proportion of United Kingdom, 
Canadian and Malayan exports to other Commonwealth countries. 
On the import side, however, there was a greater proportionate 
expansion in the value of trade with O.E.E.C. countries, the United 
States and other non-Commonwealth countries than in the value of 
inter-Commonwealth trade, with the result that the proportion of 
total Commonwealth imports obtained from Commonwealth sources 
decreased from 46 per cent. in 1950 to 43 per cent. in 1951 and 42 per 
cent. in the first half of this year. With the exception of Ceylon all 
the independent members of the Commonwealth imported more, as 
a proportion of their total imports, from non-Commonwealth sources 
in 1951 than in 1950, the most significant increases being for Australia, 
South Africa, India and Pakistan. The proportions of individual

members’ trade conducted with the Commonwealth vary from New 
Zealand and Southern Rhodesia, who trade extensively with the Com- 
monwealth, to Canada, who trades largely with the United States.

Distribution of Sterling Commonwealth Trade 


Special interest attaches at present to the imports and exports of 
sterling Commonwealth countries with the non-sterling world. It 
has been possible, with the help of other Commonwealth Govern- 
ments, to prepare table II (see page 869) showing the trade of the 
sterling Commonwealth countries in total with the main currency 
areas for the first half of this year compared with earlier periods. 

Most Commonwealth countries, with the exception of the United 
Kingdom, derive the bulk of their export income from primary pro- 
ducts. The higher prices obtained by these countries for raw 
materials in later 1950 and 1951 led to higher receipts from exports 
which in turn enhanced the demand for imports which were met to 
an increasing extent by countries outside the sterling area. The 
falling prices of raw materials after the spring of 1951 when imports 
were still growing, led to an increase in the sterling Commonwealth’s 
adverse balance of trade with non-sterling countries in 1951. 

Table II on page 869 shows that between 1950 and 1951 the pro- 
portion of sterling Commonwealth imports from the non-sterling

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world increased from 52 to 56 per cent., £1,644 million of the total 
imports of these countries, whereas the percentage of exports to 
countries outside the sterling area remained constant at 51 per cent. 
despite an increase of £719 million in value. ‘The main increase in 
imports was from non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries and their posses- 
sions, which increased by 68 per cent. between 1950 and 1951 com- 
pared with increases of 58 per cent. in imports from the dollar area 
and of 51 per cent. in imports from other non-sterling countries.

With the sole exception of Turkey, all non-sterling O.E.E.C. 
countries increased their exports to the sterling Commonwealth 
between 1950 and 1951, the average rate of increase being considerably 
higher in the case of exports to the rest of the sterling Commonwealth 
(119 per cent.) than to the United Kingdom (44 per cent.). The 
increase in exports to the United Kingdom consisted largely of food, 
textile manufactures and raw materials ; in the case of the rest of the 
sterling Commonwealth the rise was mainly in manufactured goods. 

Imports by the sterling Commonwealth from O.E.E.C. countries 
continued at a high level in the first half of 1952 but import cuts 
initiated early in the year were beginning to exercise their effect to- 
wards the end of the period under review and later information suggests 
that imports from O.E.E.C. countries in the second half of 1952 will 
show a substantial reduction compared with the figures for the period 
January to June.

Sterling Commonwealth imports from the dollar area increased by 
£488 million (58 per cent.) between 1950 and 1951, whilst exports to 
the dollar area increased by less than half this amount (£204 million : 
25 per cent.). United Kingdom imports increased by 60 per cent. and 
accounted for £296 million of the increase in the imports of the whole 
area ; imports of the independent sterling Commonwealth countries 
increased by 73 per cent. and accounted for £172 million whilst 
the colonial territories increased their imports by only 17 per cent. 
Of the increase in exports £47 million was accounted for by the United 
Kingdom, £128 million by the independent sterling Commonwealth 
countries and £30 million by the colonies. There was a further 
increase of about 25 per cent. above the 1951 average in imports from 
the dollar area in the first half of 1952, but some reduction may be 
expected in the second half of this year A decline in exports was 
already discernible in the first half of 1952 ; fewer cars and smaller 
quantities of wool textiles were exported by the United Kingdom to 
the dollar area and lower prices obtained for raw materials exports, 
particularly wool, from the rest of the Commonwealth were largely 
responsible for this fall in exports. 

Among other countries, Japan became an increasingly important 
source of imports in 1951, particularly to the independent sterling 
Commonwealth countries, mainly on account of her trade with Pakis- 
tan and India ; exports by the independent sterling area to Japan also 
increased significantly last year.

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It is too early to assess whether the sterling Commonwealth will be 
in balance with the rest of the world by the end of 1952, but this 
possibility is far more likely than the first half year’s figures would 
suggest, since the import restrictions imposed last autumn and early 
this year were only beginning to be reflected in the trade figures for 
the second quarter. 


Price Movements 


Changes in the value of Commonwealth trade since 1950 have been 
due very largely to changes in prices, mainly of raw materials and foods 
but also of manufactured goods. Devaluation in the autumn of 
1949 caused a rise in both import and export prices of sterling 
countries and this had not worked itself out when the outbreak of the 
Korean war led to a general increase in demand, particularly for raw 
materials, accentuated by speculative purchases prompted by fear of 
later shortages. This phase, which lasted roughly until the spring of 
1951, resulted in very sharp rises in the prices obtained for most raw 
materials. It was followed by a period of falling prices, consequent 
upon a marked slackening in the volume of purchases of raw materials, 
which continued to the end of the period under review. With the 
exception of wool and tea, among the primary commodities exported 
in large quantities by the Commonwealth, the level of prices at June 
1952 was still above the level of prices ruling in January to June 
1950 prior to the outbreak of hostilities in Korea. Index numbers 
(January-June 1950 100) of market prices of the principal raw 
materials and foods which are important in Commonwealth exports 
are shown in table III on page 869, together with a statement of the 
proportion which these exports represent of the total exports by value 
of the Commonwealth countries mainly concerned. By the second 
quarter of 1951 prices of cross-bred wool were more than three times 
as high as in the first half of 1950 and merino wool was over twice as 
high, but by the first half of this year both had fallen below the 1950 
level ; prices this autumn at the new season’s auctions have shown a 
firmer tendency. Rubber prices, too, were more than three times as 
high by the first quarter last year as in the six months before Korea ; 
in spite of a sharp fall since then they were still, in the first half of this 
year, 70 per cent. more on average than in the first half of 1950, but 
by September were down to the pre-Korea level. 

In many instances a single commodity accounts for a substantial 
proportion of a country’s total exports ; rubber in Malaya, cocoa in 
the Gold Coast, tea in Ceylon and wool in Australia and New Zea- 
land. A slight change in the world price of one of these staple export 
commodities can make a big difference to the total value of exports of 
the country concerned ; a difference of one penny per Ib. in the price 
of raw cocoa, for example, will alter the annua! value of exports from 
the Gold Coast by about £2 million, a similar difference in the price 
of wool will affect Australian and New Zealand exports by approxi- 
mately £44 million and £14 million respectively. Between July 1950 
and March 1951, when wool prices were at their peak, there was an 
increase of 163d. per lb. for Merino 64’s. Prices of manufactured 
goods have moved more slowly and the increases have been propor- 
tionately less than those of raw materials. Between June 1950 and 
September last vear the prices of United Kingdom exports of textiles 
increased on average by 44 per cent. ; since then there has been a 
continuous reduction and by September this year prices were only 12 
per cent. above the June 1950 level. Average prices of metals and 
engineering products increased more slowly and have continued to 
increase this year until August when they were 28 per cent. more than 
in June 1950 ; the September index showed the first reduction (of 
one point) compared with August. Other manufactures followed 
much the same trend but prices of these goods have shown a down- 
ward movement since June. 


Volume Changes 

While price movements have certainly accounted for a large part 
of the increase in the total value of Commonwealth trade since the 
middle of 1950, there have also been significant changes in the volume 
of imports and exports. Between 1949 and 1950 there were increases 
in world consumption of nearly all the primary commodities important 
in Commonwealth export trade. In part this was met by drawing 
down stocks ; in the case of wool, for example, although world 
consumption increased by 12 per cent. between 1949 and 1950, 
Australia, New Zealand and South Africa all exported less in 1950 
than the year before. In part, the increase in demand was reflected 
in a higher volume of exports ; larger quantities of rubber and tin 
were shipped by Malaya in 1950, of rubber by Ceylon and of jute and 
cotton by Pakistan. The general increase in world consumption in 
1950 was followed by a contraction in 1951 due in part to supply 
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difficulties with the result that the decline in 1950 in the quantity of 
wool exported by Commonwealth countries continued in 1951 and 
there was a substantial reduction in the export of tea; rubber 
exports, taking Malaya and Ceylon together, showed little change 
compared with 1950. There were, however, further increases in 
Pakistan's exports of jute and cotton. Canadian exports of grain, 
woodpulp, nickel and aluminium increased in both 1950 and 1951. 
The volume of United Kingdom exports, after increasing by 16 per 
cent. between 1949 and 1950, showed a smaller increase of 3 per cent. 
between 1950 and 1951 and in the first half of this year the volume 
was slightly below the 1951 average. 

Changes in the volume, as distinct from the value, of Common- 
wealth imports are more difficult to measure because of the wide range 
of goods imported by each country. The volume of imports into the 
United Kingdom which had scarcely changed between 1949 and 1950, 
increased by 16 per cent. in 1951 but by the first half of this year the 
various measures taken to restrict imports were beginning to take effect 
and the volume of supplics received was well below the 1951 
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average. The volume of India’s import trade in 1951 was 28 per 
cent. higher than in 1950 and there was a further increase of 12 per 
cent. between the average for 1951 and the first five months of this 
year. Imports by Ceylon increased in volume by about 12 per cent. 
between 1950 and 1951 and this increase was maintained in the first 
quarter of this year. Canadian imports continued to expand in the 
first half of this year when they were 5 per cent. more by volume than 
the 1951 average, which was itself 13 per cent. higher than in 1950. 
A general indication of the change in the volume of trade in recent 
years can be given for Australia, New Zealand, Southern Rhodesia 
and Malaya for which there are available index numbers weighted by 
the pattern of trade in a pre-war period. For all these countries there 
appeared to be a substantial increase in the volume of imports between 
1950 and 1951. 

The figures of Commonwealth trade shown in table I relate to 
merchandise excluding gold. Particulars of the basis on which the

Revocation of Remaining Cotton 
Controls 


Tre Board of Trade have decided, after consultation with the 
trade organizations concerned, that the yarn licensing system, 
which had the effect of limiting the period for which spinners could 
book orders, no longer serves any useful purpose and that the Orders 
under which the system was operated can now be revoked. The 
opportunity is also being taken to revoke a number of other Orders 
which are no longer required. 

The revocation Order, which thus removes the last remaining 
controls imposed on the cotton industry under the Defence (General) 
Regulations, 1939, came into force on November 6. Copies of the 
Order, the Control of the Cotton Industry (Revocation) Order, 1952, 
can be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2 and branches, or through any newsagent or bookseller. 


Timber Control Closing and New 
Directorate to Take Over 


"HUE Timber Control of the Ministry of Materials will be wound up 
on December 31, 1952, when the Controller and his Deputies will 
relinquish their posts. 

It is most important that it should be fully understood that regula- 
tions in force governing the acquisition, consumption or price of any 
types of timber or plywood will not be affected by the arrangements 
in this notice. In particular, the licensing of the acquisition and 
consumption of all softwood, which is essential for balance of payments 
reasons, will continue to be strictly enforced. 

The administration of these regulations and the handling of 
Government stocks will continue to be the responsibility of the 
Ministry of Materials which will incorporate a Timber Directorate 
under Mr. E. Vincent Kelley as Director, with Mr. J. E. Rumney 
and Mr. F. W. James as Deputy Directors. The address of the 
Directorate will be Lacon House, Theobald’s Road, London, W.C.1.

The Directorate will have its own Finance Department, but the 
Finance Department of Timber Control will also remain in being to 
complete the Control's accounts up to December 31. Until further 
notice its address will be Bridge House, Clifton Down, Bristol, 8. 
(Telephone : Bristol 36861.) 

The Ministry of Materials will inform the Timber Trade Federation 
of the arrangements which are being made to ensure adequate 
consultation and advice of the various Sections of the Federation on 
the matters with which each is concerned. 


Sterling Area’s Gold and Dollar 


Position 


DURING OCTOBER the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar 
surplus of $82 million. ‘The gold and dollar reserves, therefore, 
stood at $1,767 million on October 31. ‘ 

The above surplus arose after taking account of receipts from the 
United States during the month of $35 million as Defence Aid, and 
receipt from the European Payments Union of £132 million, or 
$37 million, representing the September surplus of £13-2 million. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result for October 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a surplus of £34-2 million, or $96 million, with the European Payments 
Union in October, which will fall to be settled in November by the 
payment of gold to the United Kingdom by the Union. 


Exports of Domestic Hides and Calfskins 


THE Ministry of Materials announce that, by arrangement with 
the Board of Trade, limited exports of domestic hides and calfskins 


will be allowed for purchases from December 1, 1952. Export 
quotas will be fixed for three-monthly periods and full details of the 
method of application for export licences will be announced shortly. 


Policy on Distribution of Industry 
and Development Areas 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 

made a statement in the House of Commons on October 29 about 
certain action which he proposed should be taken affecting the 
distribution of industry. 


He said that the problem and the main lines of action proposed 
could be quite shortly stated. He had for some months had under 
consideration the question whether any, and if so what, new areas 
of the country ought to be designated as Development Areas. The 
House would remember that the main advantage accruing to a 
Development Area was that the Government could give assistance in 
factory building and that the Treasury could help by loans or grants. 
In making a decision on a matter of this kind, certain considerations 
had to be borne in mind. First, it was necessary to look over a wide 
field in order to compare the claims of one area with another. Secondly, 
what was given to any Development Area was, in fact, at the expense 
of the rest of the country ; there was not an endless reserve of special 
advantages to be extended, and, if those advantages were spread too 
widely, they became meaningless. 


As a result of his enquiries, he proposed to ask the House to approve 
the scheduling of one new Development Area. He also proposed 
special treatment, described below, for one other area and the adoption 
of certain measures affecting factory building in certain localities both 
inside and outside Development Areas. 


First then, he proposed that certain parts of North-East Lancashire 
should be scheduled as a Development Area. The area concerned 
embraced the Lancashire towns of Burnley, Nelson, Colne and 
Padiham, and he would discuss with the Local Authority of the 
neighbouring Yorkshire town of Barnoldswick whether it, too, should be 
included. The area in question was remote, the rate of wholly 
unemployed persons in the area had steadily increased, it was abnorm- 
ally dependent on a single section of a single industry, and thus was 
peculiarly liable to severe unemployment in bad times. 


There was another part of the country which he thought required 
special treatment. He referred to the Buckie-Peterhead area of 
North-East Scotland, which was heavily dependent on the fishing 
industry and which had a hard core of unemployment. He was not 
satisfied, however, that the Development Area procedure was the 
right one in this case, and the Secretary of State for Scotland and he 
agreed that they should try an alternative method through the 
Development Commission. The Commission had agreed to consider 
sympathetically requests for assistance in the building of small 
factories in this part of Scotland for industrialists who were prepared 
to go there, and he was having discussions with the parties concerned, 
including the Scottish Industrial Estates Limited, to see how this 
work could best be done. 


The Distribution of Industry Act contemplated both the adding of 
new areas to those scheduled and the removal of existing areas from 
the Schedule. This principle of de-scheduling at the appropriate 
time was clearly right, and he thought it important to re-state it now, 
but a great many factors were involved which he was at present 
examining area by area. 


Finally, there were places in addition to the two areas which he had 
mentioned, some inside and some outside Development Areas, where 
the outlook for employment was such that the attraction of new 
industries was clearly desirable. The main handicap at the moment 
was, of course, the stringent limitations on new building required 
by our existing economic situation. It was proposed to relax these 
limitations somewhat in a few places which appeared to be in most 
urgent need. 


He was most anxious not to exaggerate the effect or scale of these 
various proposals. The Government had no power to compel 
industry to go to any particular place ;_ their object was to attract a 
few industries to those areas which were the hardest hit. But it did 
seem to him that these actions were, in existing circumstances, 
reasonable and proper. 
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Removal of Controls on Trade 


in Ferro-Alloys 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has decided to restore 
the right of individual manufacturers and merchants to import and 
distribute all ferro-alloys without exception. 

For some years past licences for the importation of certain important 
types of ferro-alloys have been granted only to the Central Buying 
Organization of the British Iron and Steel Federation (B.1.S.C. Ltd.) 
which, under arrangements agreed with the Ministry of Supply, has 
bought in bulk and acted as distributor to all users in the United 
Kingdom. As a result of the Minister’s decision, licences to umport 
all such ferro-alloys will, as from January 1, 1953, be issued to in- 
dividual firms as well as to B.I.S.C. Ltd. This relaxation of control 
has been made possible by the improvement in supplies. 

The alloy metals affected are: Ferro-silicon, ferro-chrome, ferro- 
silico-chrome, silico-manganese, silico-spiegel, ferro-phosphorus, 
and calcium silicide. 

Applications for import licences should be addressed to the Board 
of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, Romney House, Tufton Street, 
London, S.W.1, as explained below. 

This latest decision follows the removal by the Ministry of Supply in 
recent months of a number of other controls affecting metals. ‘These 
include :— 

The removal of price control of re-melted and scrap lead, second- 
ary zinc, zinc alloys, zinc scrap, gun metal scrap and blast furnace 
ferro-manganese ; 

The removal of limitations upon the use of zinc and alloy steel 
containing nickel and molybdenum ; and 

The removal of restrictions upon the acquisition of all forms of 
lead, re-melted zinc, zinc alloys, copper scrap and residues and 
copper alloy scrap and residues. 


Import Licensing Arrangements 


AS ANNOUNCED above, calcium-silicide, ferro-chrome, ferro- 
phosphorus, ferro-silicon, ferro-silicon-chrome, silico-manganese 
and silico-spiegel will no longer be centrally purchased after 
December 31, 1952, and, subject to import licensing requirements, 
private imports from any source will be permitted after that date. 

2. Imports of ferro-alloys, unwrought, except ferro-chrome, ferro- 
silicon, ferro-silicon-chrome and silico-manganese, are already on 
Open General Licence if consigned from and originating in certain 
countries (see Appendix II to Notice to Importers No. 492, page 6). 

3. Import Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade are now 
prepared to receive applications for licences to import after December 
31, 1952, calcium-silicide and unwrought ferro-chrome, ferro-silicon, 
ferro-silicon-chrome and _ silico-manganese (and in the case of 
Yugoslavia, any unwrought ferro-alloy) consigned from and originating 
in any country other than :— 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia (Iran) Philippines, Poland, 
Roumania, Tangier, United States of America, Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela. 

4. It will be necessary for licence-holders who wish to import these 
materials from a permitted country other than that in which they 
originated to consult the Exchange Control Authorities through the 
medium of their own bankers before they enter into any commitments. 

5. Applications should be submitted on Form ILB/A (Revised) 
to the Import Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, Romney House, 
Tufton Street, London, S.W.1. Page 1 of the application form 
should be completed and the name and full postal address of the 
applicant, his reference number and the description of the goods 
should be inserted on page 3 and the following pages. The 
remaining spaces on the form should be left blank. Applications 
should be accompanied by an undertaking in the form below on the 
importer’s own headed letter paper and signed by a responsible person 
whose status should be given (e.g. in the case of a firm the proprietor 
or a partner, in the case of a company a Director or the Secretary). 


Form of Undertaking 


In the event of an import licence being granted in respect of 
my/our application reference number dated 
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import.. from certain countries as defined in 
Notice to Importers No. 522 I/we undertake to furnish to the 
Ministry of Supply (Iron and Steel Division (IS4a)), Shell 
Mex House, Strand, London, W.C.2, at monthly intervals details 
of the quantity, grade, value and sources of supply of imports 
of each material effected under this licence. 

6. These licences which will be issued in the first instance for the 
six months period ending June 30, 1953, will be valid without limit 
as to quantity or value. The Board of Trade reserve the right to 
withdraw or revoke them if necessary before the termination of the 
period of validity. 

7. Import Licensing Branch are also now prepared to receive 
applications for licences to import after December 31, 1952, calcium- 
silicide, ferro-chrome, ferro-phosphorus, ferro- silicon, ferro-silicon- 
chrome, silico-manganese and silico-spiegel from countries not 
covered by the arrangements notified in paragraphs 2 and 3 above. 

8. Applications should be made on form ILB/A (Revised) which 
should be completed in full and submitted to Import Licensing 
Branch in the ordinary way accompanied by documentary evidence 
that a firm contract for the supply of the specific goods (subject to 
the grant of a United Kingdom import licence) has been entered into 
by the overseas supplier. 


Disposal of Government Stocks 
of Lead 


N AUGUST of this year the Ministry of Materials, after providing 

for a strategic stock pile of lead, made provisional arrangements 
for the disposal of its commercial stocks after the end of public trading 
These arrangements were agreed with the lead producers and the 
London Metal Exchange, and were intended to apply to the period 
during which Government stocks would be the sole or main source of 
prompt lead. 

This transitional period is coming to an end and producers and 
merchants should be able to supply all requirements for prompt 
delivery. As originally contemplated, the Ministry will no longer 
guarantee to sell for prompt delivery through the Government 
broker as soon as they are satisfied that there is sufficient prompt 
lead available from normal trade sources. The Ministry expect this 
to happen in the course of the next few weeks. 

Arrangements have now been made for the sale to the producers of 
most of the remaining Ministry commercial stocks. Pricing will be 
on the basis of the monthly average London Metal Exchange quotation 
over a period of 14 months. This will leave the Ministry with a 
residue of about 9,000 tons. This tonnage will be available to meet 
current needs of consumers to the extent that they cannot be supplied 
from normal trade sources, and the balance will be disposed of 
gradually over the next few months as opportunity offers. 


Sales of Copper 


AFTER REVIEWING the United Kingdom supply situation in the 
light of the strike in Rhodesia, the Ministry of Materials do not propose 
to reduce the quantity of copper which consumers may buy from the 
Ministry, within the limits of their individual allocations, for delivery 
to their works in November. 

It is hoped that no reduction will be necessary in respect of Decem- 
ber deliveries, but owing to the uncertainties of the situation forward 
purchases for December delivery will for the time being be limited to 
three-quarters of November allocations. A further announcement 
about purchases for December delivery will be made later. 


Aluminium Scrap Freed from Price Control 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has removed the 
price control on aluminium scrap as from November 1.

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Latin American Engineers to Train 

. . . 
in Britain 

IFTY scholarships for the training of Latin American engineers 

in this country are to be awarded following the visit of the British 
Engineering Training Mission to Latin America. The tour was 
arranged by the Overseas Scholarships Committee of the Federation 
of British Industries, with the support of the Government, and the 
mission consisted of Sir Arthur Fleming, Chairman of the Committee, 
Mr. F. R. Livock, a member of the committee, and Mr. W. V. Jenkins, 
secretary. ‘The countries visited were Mexico, Cuba, Venezuela, 
Colombia, Peru, Chile, Argentina, Uruguay and Brazil. 

The object of the tour, which lasted from April 29 to August 3 
this year, was to stimulate interest in the practical training in the 
United Kingdom of Latin American engineers, with particular refer- 
ence to the F.B.1. Overseas Scholarships Scheme. The scheme was 
started in 1932, and in its present form is based on contributions by 
British industry, supplemented by a grant-in-aid from the Govern- 
ment. ‘The scheme applies to all countries which are in process of 
developing their natural resources and setting up their own basic 
industries, and is based on the belief that the future of British trade 
depends in large measure on the extent to which we can participate 
in this development. If the United Kingdom trains young engineers 
from such countries they will return familiar with British methods 
and equipment and accustomed to working side-by-side with British 
engineers ; so that they will be predisposed to buy British capital 
goods and make use of the technical assistance Britain can supply. 

The Mission’s work has resulted in the recommendation that the 
minimum target should be 100 scholarships for Latin America alone 
and a proportionate number for other developing parts of the world, 
both in the Commonwealth and Empire and elsewhere. The fifty 
scholarships mentioned above are a first step toward this objective. 

The Mission's report was presented at a conference in London on 
Monday, Sir Norman Kipping, Director-General of the F.B.I. 
presiding. The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, sent a message stating that he had read the report with 
great interest and he congratulated the mission on the successful 
outcome of their visit. Reports from United Kingdom Ambassadors 
in the countries visited showed clearly that considerable interest 
had been aroused in Latin America not only in the scheme but in 
trade with the United Kingdom generally. 

It was explained in the report and by Sir Arthur Fleming and the 
other members of the Mission that it had become evident in recent 
years that Latin American interest in the United Kingdom had been 
waning, and graduate engineers in those countries were looking to 
the United States and to Germany, and other European countries 
for training, although nowhere else than in Britain was anything 
approaching the same degree of practical training to be had. The 
object of the Mission’s tour was to investigate on the spot facilities 
for training engineers; to spread knowledge of British engineering 
and to make known the practical training facilities in Britain; to 
ascertain how best the Federation’s scholarship scheme could be 
adapted to meet local requirements, and to arrange a method of select- 
ing suitable trainces. 

On their way to the Latin American countries the Mission spent a 
few days in the United States where it was found that a large number 
of Latin American students received academic training in Universities 
and educational institutions, but that the number of graduates taking 
practical training with leading engineering firms was relatively small. 

The Mission point out that Latin American countries offer growing 
opportunities for development in communications, roads, transport 
and engineering fields generally, and that Britain can supply much 
of the machinery and equipment required. 

The committee recommend, in their report, that the F.B.I. Overseas 
Scholarships Scheme should be expanded and broadened, in the case 
of Latin America, to include young engineering graduates, more 
senior engineers, and university professors. The scholarships should 
include full maintenance allowance, and a limited number of scholar- 
ships should be open to students in the smaller Latin American 
republics not visited. 

The report emphasises that publicity is an integral part of the 
scheme, and states that efforts to publicize Britain and British 
achievements are insignificant by comparison with the vigorous 
measures of competing countries like the United States and Germany. 
Urgent steps, it is stated, should be taken to organize the dissemination

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Export of Works of Art 


HE COMMITTEE on the Export of Works of Art, presided over 

by Lord Waverley, has presented its recommendations on the 
policy to be adopted by Her Majesty’s Government in controlling the 
export of works of art, books, armour and antiques. 

After a comprehensive study of the existing arrangements for 
conserving this national treasure and assessing the losses which have 
been incurred, the Committee’s findings are summarized in 36 main 
recommendations, with a brief dissenting note by Professor V. H. 
Galbraith on the export of archives. 

The Committee recommends that export control should be retained, 
but only for limited categories of objects of high importance ;_ it 
should not be used for objects less than 100 years old, or (with the 
exception of archives) for objects worth less than £1,000. Examples 
are given of the kind of objects which the Committee thinks should 
be retained. 

If export is prevented, the owner should be assured of an offer 
to purchase at a fair price ; this is a principle to which the majority 
of the Committee attach the utmost importance. This leads to the 
conclusion that more money is needed by the national collections and 
public institutions if national treasures are to be retained in this 
country.

Purchase Tax Announcement 


qT" HAS been reported that in certain cases garden shelters properly 
chargeable as summer houses under Group 16 (b) of the Purchase 
Tax Schedule are being delivered tax-free as ‘‘ beach chalets.” 
After discussion with the Timber Building Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, the Commissioners of Customs and Excise desire to make it 
clear that the charge under Group 16 (b) is regarded as applicable to 
all shelters suitable for garden use, whether of rustic or other construc- 
tion and irrespective of the description under which they are sold, 
if the floor area (including that of the verandah, if any), measured 
externally, does not exceed 100 square feet and the glazed area and/or 
the area of any unglazed openings is more than one-eighth of the 
floor area. 
Buildings identifiable as of the following types are regarded as 
outside the scope of the charge :— 
Greenhouses ; conventional tool or potting sheds ; contractors’ 
site offices and lock-up kiosks ; 
Chalets or huts approved by medical authority for the use of 
persons requiring permanent outdoor treatment. 
Notice No. 78, at page 44 should be noted accordingly.

of information about British engineering achievements, products and 
practice throughout the universities and technical colleges in Latin 
America. 

It was stated that ten of the fifty scholarships it had been decided 
to award to the Latin American countries would go to Brazil, and 
five each to the remaining eight countries visited. Forty of the 
scholarships would be for two years and ten for more senior engineers 
for a lesser period, probably one year. Thus in any one year there 
would be at least ninety scholarship engineers from Latin America 
in this country. They would receive practical training with leading 
engineering manufacturers, and, it is hoped, the nationalized industries, 
public utilities, engineering consultants and contractors. 
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New Developments at Public 
Works Exhibition 


PENING the Public Works and Municipal Services Exhibition 

and Congress at Olympia, London, on Monday, Mr. Harold 
Macmillan, Minister of Housing and Local Government, spoke of the 
importance of the machinery on show and commented on the 
suitability of the subjects of the papers to be given in the Congress 
programme during the Exhibition. The occasion provided, he said, 
an opportunity for the technicians to meet and to focus their attention 
on the latest developments, and it was particularly happy that 70 
delegates from 20 overseas countries were attending the Congress. 

The organizers stated that the whole of the available space had been 
taken by the 300 exhibitors and that the exhibition was the biggest 
and most representative of its kind ever assembled together in this 
country. For public works contractors, manufacturers and others 
concerned with the provision of equipment, the exhibition provided 
an opening to the expanding municipal markets of the world which in 
Britain alone spend more than £800,000,000 a year on various 
services for the community. 

The Congress consisted of more than 20 sessions and subjects for 
discussion included road construction and maintenance, sanitary 
engineering, public lighting, rural water supplies, and municipal 
housing among its subjects. 

Road-making equipment represented about 80 per cent. of the 
machinery on view and included a 4} cubic-yard truck concrete mixer, 
and a new machine to meet the demand for larger loads which can be 
driven from the power-take-off on the lorry gearbox. On the same 
stand was a model of a fork lift truck with cantilever jibs with lifting 
capacities up to 12,000 lb. A new and improved power shovel with 
capacities of $, } and 1 cubic yard incorporated many new features, 
including a hydraulically assisted winch, and greatly improved steering 
both of which contribute to a greater hourly output 


Hydro Electricity Plant 


An outstanding exhibit was a fully automatic concrete weigh 
batching plant, designed and built for use in the mass production of 
concrete on the Glenmoriston Hydro Electric Project. The 
performance of this plant, with four mixers working, was stated to be 
approximately up to 300 cubic yards of concrete an hour. 


In the section for heavy equipment many improved types of tractors, 
excavators and other earth-moving plant were shown, one exhibited 
for the first time being a scraper of 9 cubic yards capacity, designed for 
use with diesel tractors. 


Another new item on show for the first time was a multi-unit 
crushing plant for use at the quarry face. The two sections of the 
plant on show were a crushing and screening unit and a screening and 
storage unit, the last of which both screens and stores four sizes of 
material. 

New types of diesel engines for industrial and tractor use, designed 
specifically to give the advantages of simplicity, accessibility and ease 
of maintenance, were shown. These engines are fitted to combine 
harvesters, compressors, concrete pumps, cranes, ditching machines, 
dumpers, and other equipment. 


A travelling tower, consisting primarily of a self-erecting steel 
tower 80 feet high, was among a number of cranes shown. The 
crane has been designed for use in building blocks of flats or similar 
tall structures and can handle loads up to 2} tons. 


Road vehicles and processes were prominent. The exhibitors of a 
specially designed emulsion for application to road surfaces claim that 
their technique for applying has achieved outstanding results in 
roadmaking economy. A collective exhibit by the Association of Road 
Surface Dressing Contractors incorporated a machine which 
demonstrated methods to ensure accurate thicknesses of tar sprayed 
road surfaces. 


Housing for Export 


In the housing field was a newly designed prefabricated timber and 
aluminium house for shipment to Canada which has a floor area of 
990 sq. ft. and contains living room, dining space, three bedrooms, a 
kitchen with preparation benches and vitreous enamelled sink, 
crockery and dry goods cupboards and drawer united, a linen cupboard 
in the hall, and a fully equipped bathroom with panelled bath and 


shower. All the plumbing is concealed in a plumbing duct with a 
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removable face. The roof is of aluminium sheet and there is 
provision for power and extra lighting points in every room. Hard- 
wood flooring is supplied to bedrooms and living room, with linoleum 
to service rooms. The house is designed for erection over the normal 
type of Canadian basement which contains pressure type water heater, 
washing machine, laundry troughs, gravity warm air heating appliance 
and fuel store. ‘The firm making this type of house have already 
shipped 2,000 houses on contract to Australia, with a total value of 
£4,000,000. 

Also on show is an aluminium school classroom which has been 
designed to meet school building requirements, for this country and 
also for export. 

The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
demonstrated by a model the danger of poor rear lights on vehicles 
and how they are indistinguishable to an overtaking driver faced by 
an approaching headlight. Another D.S.I.R. exhibit was a model of 
a tunnel which produces artificial snow-storms for the study of 
drifting snow and the protection of roads and railways by snow fences. 
The fences are used to encourage the formation of snow drifts away 
from roads and cuttings protected by them. Also shown by D.S.I.R. 
was a prototype model of a soil boring machine which, although not 
shown before, has been in use at the Road Research Laboratory for 
two years. The machine will bore holes up to 20 inches in diameter 
and 16 feet deep, the drilling speed averaging about one foot per 
minute in most soils. The applications of the machine are for site 
inv estigation for roads, airfields, sewers and other services. The 
machine is powered by diesel engine. 

The exhibition closes to-day (Saturday). 


Rapid Growth of Office 
Equipment Industry 


THE RAPID DEVELOPMENT of the British office equipment 

industry is strikingly demonstrated at The 39th Business 
Efficiency Exhibition which was opened at the Kelvin Hall, Glasgow, 
on Tuesday, by the Lord Provost, Mr. T. A. Kerr. This £45 
million-a-year industry, the largest in the world in its own field after 
that of the United States, has set up new export records each year 
since the war, and among its largest overseas customers is the United 
States itself. The exhibition has been arranged by the Office 
Appliance and Business Equipment Trades Association, of Panton 
House, 25 Haymarket, London, S.W.1, and will remain open until 
November 14. 

Everything to equip the perfect office is on show at Glasgow, 
including much new machinery never exhibited before. For instance, 
a new and revolutionary process which, it is estimated, may save 
industry hundreds of miles of expensive carbon paper a year, is shown 
for the first time. As an example 1,000 forms, 8 in. in depth, with 
an average of six lines of print per form, could be produced with only 
36 inches of carbon. 

Another interesting development in the preparation of documents 
has been perfected by electronics specialists. The process is not 
unlike picture transmission by radio, but as there are 500 scanning 
lines to the inch, the most intricate detail can be reproduced whether 
photographic, printed, typed or drawn in the original, and all in a 
few minutes. 

Adding and analysis machines, bank proof equipment including 
an appliance for counting and endorsing cheques at 40,000 an hour, 
microfilm cameras able to photograph both sides of a document 
simultaneously, all-electric book-keeping machines and electrically 
operated typewriters, and machines for counting and segregating 
mixed silver at over £1,000 an hour, are among the many fascinating 
exhibits. 

With a new desk model calculator, a keylock not only warns the 
operator by sight, hearing and touch when a mis-operation occurs, 
but allows instant correction of the error without cancellation of the 
calculation so far completed. Clear-cut, error-proof pointers arise 
at a finger flick between the answer figures as they come up on the 
register, but are kept completely out of sight when not required. 

Other interesting innovations include a portable dictating machine 
which works off its own battery ; an electronic punch for punch- 
card accountancy ; a sensimatic calculating machine posting of 
accounts, book-keeping, etc., designed to analyse pay and tax deduc- 
tions and make out the pay slip and envelope in one operation ; 
and a calculator not only in 12, 9 and 6 column sizes of sterling, but 
in decimal, rupee and Arabic models. 
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Productivity Team Report 
on Retailing in U.S. 


[X THE report on Retailing in the United States by the Anglo- 

American Council on Productivity, the British Retailing Team 
emphasizes that in the many thousands of miles covered during the 
American tour arranged for it by the Mutual Security Agency early 
this year, retailing conditions varied considerably. 

On the productivity of shop and store workers, the report states 
that a comparison between output or sales per head between the two 
countries is not easy to assess, but it was recorded that employees 
in America did not appear to work harder than their opposite numbers 
in the British Isles. 

While appreciating that the cost of distribution is no lower in the 
food trades in America, despite self-service, and in the non-food trade 
is considerably higher, the Team is convinced that there is a lot to be 
learned from across the Atlantic, much of which can be adapted to 
retailing in the United Kingdom. 

“We believe that greater collaboration between traders, trade 
organizations and other bodies in the collating of statistics and other 
relevant data and information is not only desirable but essential, if 
retailing is to establish its important position in the economic and 
social structure of this country (Great Britain), We suggest that an 
independent body covering all spheres of retailing be created, to 
which both Government and the trade itself could look for factual 
and detailed statistical information,” says the Team. 

The report goes on: “It would appear that food retailing in 
America absorbs a smaller proportion of the nation’s man-power 
than it does in Britain. The United States, with about three times 
our population, has rather fewer than twice as many food retailers 
and a little over twice as many retail food trade workers. But British 
food retailing is still carrying the burden of rationing and controls. 
The greater productivity of American food retailing is due to a 
combination of factors, including more pre-packaging by the suppliers; 
a high degree of mechanization behind the shop ; the concentration 
of business within a relatively smaller number of larger shops ; the 
virtual absence of credit and delivery services ; the widespread use 
of self-service methods and one-stop shopping.” 


Self-Service and Semi-Self-Service 


The dominating feature of present-day American food retailing is 
the widespread operation of self-service and semi-self-service methods. 
‘* Owing to the extent to which self-service methods have been adopted 
by United States food retailers, our investigations were almost 
entirely devoted to a study of the principles and problems which this 
trading method involved,” the report states. 

The mechanics of self-service as applied on the shop floor and behind 
the shop in the storeroom and warehouse are studied in detail. These 
pages, together with plans and illustrations which accompany them, 
will enable the British food retailer to see what this form of trading 
involves. 

Dealing with non-food retailing, the report recommends that 
retailers should consider seriously the adoption of the technique of 
self-selection in order to effect economies and reduce costs. This is 
perhaps the most important recommendation of the Team in the non- 
food section. By self-selection is meant “a free and open display 
of merchandise, well shown, easily handled, and adequately described 
and price ticketed, which encourages the customer to make her own 
choice independently "’ without the help of sales staff, who are only 
there to assist if needed and take the money for a purchase. “A 
good and proved example of this technique in the British Isles is the 
method adopted by the average bookshop.” 

Not only in the non-food shops themselves but in the behind-the- 
scenes departments too, productivity was high. American retailers 
take every opportunity to use mechanical aids and both management 
and staff consider their use “‘ as natural and not exceptional and are 
always on the look out for further opportunities to employ them. 
Every retailer should examine the movement of his goods and seck 
opportunities for increasing efficiency by using mechanical handling 
equipment” and “all retailers . . . should examine their office 
systems to see where machines can be employed.” 

One senior executive of a great Mid-Western store told the Team 
that the introduction of standard sizes for clothes based on scientific 
measurements had resulted in “astonishing” savings. ‘The Team was 
itself greatly impressed by the possibilities for economy and efficiency 
in such ascheme. Although it appreciates the work that has already 
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been done in this country its members strongly recommend that 
manufacturers and distributors, through the appropriate national 
body, should promote an adequate sizing system which could be 
universally accepted by all concerned, and which should thereafter 
be effectively used and maintained. The Team members had a 
practical example of the value to the customer of such a system. 
Sizes for shirts were the same in New York or San Francisco, whereas 
in the United Kingdom they might differ even in the same shop. 


Suburban Shopping Centres 


One of the most immediately striking developments in the United 
States are suburban shopping centres. So that their customers can 
avoid the serious traffic congestion of the town centres many stores 
have opened branches either in suburbs or in country areas between 
towns. ‘These new buildings, islands in a sea of parking space, were 
often brilliantly designed, pleasant and exciting to look at and 
convenient and efficient to use. 

The Team believes that these shopping centres hold lessons for 
the United Kingdom. Particularly in the satellite towns and recom- 
mends that ‘“‘ when building becomes possible shops of every size 
from the largest store to that of the smallest individual trader should 
be designed around the specific requirements of the different branches 
of retailing.” 

All these points and many others are discussed in detail in the non- 
food section of the report. Some other points of interest are the 
great emphasis on sales promotion ; abundant credit facilities ; the 
large number of goods returned by customers; retailing costs ; 
service to customers ; the positive outlook of American managers 
and the importance they place on leadership ; co-operation between 
firms, by exchange of information and central buying ; merchandising 
and office systems ; methods of handling goods ; perimeter stock- 
rooms ; and a chapter on staff. This discusses working conditions, 
wages, education and training, emphasizing the great value of the 
university courses in business administration, and the training in 
human relations given to so many managers. ‘“‘ Much greater 
attention should be paid in this country to the training of supervision 
in the art of man-management.”

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Start of the Autumn Buying Season 


ETAIL SALES in September showed the usual increase which 

accompanies the beginning of the autumn buying season, which 

appears generally to have been of about the expected magnitude. 
Large retailers’ stocks of clothing and footwear rose slightly, as is 
also usual at this time of the year ; the increase this year was confined 
to women’s and children’s wear. 


Sales of clothing were at a level roughly corresponding to that 
reached in August, after allowing for seasonal factors. It is difficult 
to draw conclusions from comparisons with previous years since 
September 1951 was a particularly poor month, and September 1950 
a particularly good one. The increases in sales between August and 
September this year were intermediate between those in the last two 
years, both for large and independent retailers. 


For footwear, large retailers’ sales rose nearly as much as in the last 
two years, but independent retailers’ sales were little higher than in 
August. 


In sales of furniture and furnishings also independent retailers lost 
ground relatively to large retailers, whose sales stood appreciably 
higher than in September 1951. The independents, however, 
recorded the better results in the field of hardware, radio and electrical 
goods, their sales of radio and electrical goods being particularly high. 


The changes in the Interim Index of Retail Prices which need to be 
considered in conjunction with the figures published (all of which 
relate to values and not to quantities) were once again comparatively 
small in respect of clothing and footwear, and household durables ; 
the prices of the items included in the inex were about 2 and 3 per 
cent. lower respectively than in September 1951. The food com- 
ponent was about 13 per cent. higher.

The value of sales in September of both women’s and children’s 
wear and men’s and boys’ wear was 15 per cent. above the rather 
deoressed levels of a year earlier. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were more affected both by the boom 
in sales in the autumn of 1950 and by the recession in 1951, and were 
still a good deal lower than in 1950; they have probably still not 
recovered to the same extent as sales in the women’s section of the 
trade. 

Sales by the independent men’s outfitters and bespoke tailors rose 
to a rather smaller extent than sales by the large retailers as a whole, 
but rose in each case above the September 1951 figures. Of the 
different types of large retailer, the multiples again showed the best 
results as compared with a year earlier, but this was due to the rela- 
tively low level of their sales in September 1951 ; both the department 
stores and the co-operative societies showed bigger increases in sales 
over August this year. 

Within the women’s section, there was considerable divergence in 
the increases compared with August in sales of different classes of 
goods by the large retailers. Sales of women’s underwear, which have 
been running well above the 1951 levels for several months, rose only 
fractionally. On the other hand, there was an increase of about 50 per 
cent. in sales of girls’ and children’s wear, and there was also a 
substantial increase in sales of dress materials. These were, however, 
still only 4 per cent. higher than in 1951, as compared with the clothing 
items proper, all of which stood 20 per cent. or more higher than a 
year earlier. 

For the different types of large retailers, the position is similar to 
that in respect of men’s and boys’ wear: the multiples showed the

biggest increase in sales compared with September 1951, but the 
department stores and co-operative societies showed a larger improve- 
ment over the previous month. Independent retailers’ sales also 
increased more in proportion than the multiples’ compared with 
August, and were 5 per cent. higher than in September 1951. 

Stocks of women’s and children’s wear rose from an index figure 
of 81 in August to 88, but stocks of men’s and boys’ wear dropped 
one point. In both cases, stocks at the end of September were about 
a third lower in value than a year before. 


Footwear 


Sales of footwear by all types of shops increased in September. 
The biggest increase was recorded by department stores, which 
resulted in sales 5 per cent. higher than in September 1951, a better 
figure than for the other large retailers or for the independents, whose 
sales were 2 per cent. up. 

The index of stocks of footwear held by large retailers fell one 
point, and they were 6 per cent. lower than at the end of September 
1951 


Household Goods 


There were increases all round in sales of household goods, but 
they were no larger than was to be expected as a result of seasonal 
factors. The index for sales of all types of household goods by large 
retailers stands, as it did in August, between the corresponding figures 
for 1950 and 1951. As the level of prices, though now lower than 
last year, is still higher than in 1950, the volume of sales also will 
have been higher than in 1951, but lower than in 1950. 

The increases compared with the previous month in sales of the 
three sub-categories of furniture and furnishings did not differ to any 
substantial extent. Floor coverings again show a very big increase 
compared with September last year, resulting from an abriormally 
low level of sales then. The multiple furnishers who provide figures 
recorded the biggest increase in sales compared with the previous 
month and also as compared with September last year—an increase 
of 27 per cent., compared with 13 per cent. for all large retailers taken 
together, and 2 per cent. for independent furniture shops. 

In sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods, the multiple shops 
had the worst results compared with a year earlier ; their sales fell 
7 per cent., whereas sales of all large retailers rose 2 per cent., and 
independent retailers’ sales rose 6 per cent.—the same figure as for 
department stores. 

The independent retailers’ sales of radio and electrical goods rose 
more than the sales of hardware specialists, and were 16 per cent. 
higher than in September 1951 compared with an increase of 3 per 
cent. for hardware sales. 

Stocks of furniture and furnishings returned by large retailers were 
32 per cent. lower than a year earlier, and stocks of hardware, radio 
and electrical goods 18 per cent. lower. 


Chemists’ Goods 


Large chemists’ sales were 16 per cent. lower than in August, which 
compares with only a very small reduction in sales at the corresponding 
period of 1950 or 1951. Independent retailers’ sales fell by 12 per 
cent., but in their case comparable falls have been recorded in the last 
two years. 

Stocks of chemists’ goods held by the large firms were 4 per cent. 
higher in value than at the end of September 1951. 


Other Non-Food Merchandise 


Sales of books and stationery by both large and independent 
retailers were slightly below the level a year earlier. Stocks held by 
large retailers were reduced by 22 per cent. 

Sales of jewellery, etc., appear to have been rather lower, sales by 
large retailers being 10 per cent. lower than in September 1951, and 
by independent retailers 8 per cent. lower ; in August they had been 
at about the same level as in August 1951. Sales of leather and allied 
goods were 3 per cent. higher than a year earlier, as they had been in 
the previous month. Stocks held by large retailers of the whole 
group of jewellery, etc., leather and miscellaneous fancy goods were 
13 per cent. lower than a year earlier. 

Sales of sports goods, toys and cycles by large retailers, and of toys, 
sports goods and leather goods by independent retailers, continued 
at just above the level of the corresponding month last year, as they 
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have done for the last two months. Stocks held by large retailers 
showed a reduction compared with September 1951 of 7 per cent. 


Food and Perishables 


Large retailers’ sales of food and perishables stood at the same 
figure in September as in August. Sales of groceries and provisions 
fell one point, and sales of tobacco and tobacconists’ goods fell four 
points to the lowest figure this year. Cafe and restaurant takings also 
fell, so that there must have been compensating increases elsewhere 
to prevent any reduction in the food and perishables index. 

Compared with a year earlier, total sales in this group were 11 per 
cent. higher, the same figure as last month. Fresh meat no longer 
shows a much bigger increase than the other items, but this is a 
consequence of a very large increase in sales between August and 
September 1951, and sales in fact again increased this year. Fresh 
milk this time showed the largest increase in sales, amounting to 
21 per cent., which is a larger figure than for the last few months. 

Fruit, vegetables and flowers and sweets and chocolate were 
groups for which sales were again lower than a year earlier, and were 
joined in this respect by tobacco and tobacconists’ goods. 

The co-operative societies showed the largest increase over Septem- 
ber 1951, both in the major item of groceries and provisions and in 
sales of food and perishables. 

Stocks of food and perishables at the end of September were 12 per 
cent. lower in value than at the end of September 1951. 


Sales by Areas—Large Retailers 

In sales both of clothing and footwear and of household goods, 
substantially bigger increases were recorded in respect of sales in the 
two London areas than in any other areas for which statistics are | 
prepared. As a result, non-food sales in these areas were no longer ~ 
much lower, in relation to a year earlier, than sales in the whole ~ 
country. 

There was little change in the relationship between the figures for © 
sales of food and perishables in the different areas, and Central and © 
West End London again showed the smallest increase compared © 
with the year before—3 per cent. compared with 11 per cent. for Great 
Britain.

Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than 
ten branches. 

(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned.

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Shipping Movement at U.K. Ports—(Continued) 


September 1951, there was a fall of 5 per cent. 

Clearances with cargo in the foreign trade were 13 million tons net 
and this was the highest figure recorded since the third quarter of 
1939, the daily average rate being 10 per cent. greater than in April- 
June 1952, and 5 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

Foreign tonnage accounted for 42 per cent. of the total entrances 
with cargo, this proportion being about the same as for the previous 
quarter and for July-September 1951. For clearances the proportion, 
at 34 per cent., was the same as in April-June 1952, against 30 per 
cent. for the corresponding period last year. 

The average daily rate of entrances of vessels in ballast in July- 
September (53,748 tons net) was the highest recorded since the first 
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1951. The proportion of vessels disembarking passengers only, on 
the same basis, was the greatest for 13 years, while for other vessels 
entering in ballast the high rate of the previous quarter was main- 
tained and there was an increase of 32 per cent. over July-September 
1951. For vessels entering for bunkers only the daily average rate 
decreased by 42 per cent. and 34 per cent. compared with April-June 
1952, and July-September 1951, respectively. 

Total clearances in ballast averaged 96,251 tons net daily which 
was 7 per cent. less than a quarter earlier, but of this figure, the 
tonnage of vessels embarking passengers only was the highest since 
1939. For vessels clearing with bunkers only the daily rate fell by 
9 per cent. and for other vessels the rate was 13 per cent. less. Against

Vessels with Cargo (excluding mail) 
The table on page 885 gives details by nationalities and trading 


areas of the net tonnage of vessels entering and clearing with cargo, 
excluding those unloading or loading mail only. 
Nationality of Vessels 

Entrances in July-September 1952 of both Commonwealth® and 
foreign shipping showed the usual seasonal increase for this period, 
but were 5 and 8} per cent. less, respectively, than the high figure of 
a year earlier. Swedish and Danish tonnages were slightly higher 
than in July-September 1951, and were the greatest since 1939, while 
Norwegian entrances, except for a slight decrease on the previous 
quarter, were 7 per cent. more than in the corresponding period last 
year. Most nationalities, however, registered lower figures than a 
year ago, the greatest decreases being for Greek, Spanish, Finnish 
and French. 

Total clearances were the highest recorded since 1939. Common- 
wealth shipping in the third quarter was 1} per cent. less than in 
July-September 1951, but foreign tonnage was 18 per cent. more 
and was the highest since the third quarter of 1939. All but three 
foreign nationalities showed increases, Swedish and Dutch being the 
highest since 1939 and United States, with an increase of 37 per cent. 
over July-September 1951, was the highest for over 15 years. The 
naticnalities showing decreases, compared with last year, ranging from 
2 per cent. to 19 per cent., were Belgian, French and Spanish, although 
the French figure was 50 per cent. higher than April-June 1952. 


Trading Areas 


Total entrances from all countries were a little higher than the 
previous quarter, but were 6% per cent. less than July-September 
1951. Entrances from Ccmmonwealth countries, however, were 54 
per cent. greater than the corresponding quarter of last year and were 
the highest recorded since 1939. Compared with a year earlier, 
entrances from the American Continent, excluding North America 
(Atlantic Coast), fell by 40 per cent. and there were also decreases of 
13 per cent. for Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries and 12 per cent. from West and South Africa. Among the 
trading areas showing the largest increases, Eastern Asia and Islands 


® Relating to Commonwealth countries and the Irish Republic throughout. 
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in the Pacific at 3$ per cent. and Irish Republic at 15} per cent. over 
July-September 1951, were the highest since 1939 and North America 
(Atlantic Coast) the highest since the war. Other areas showing 
increases over a year earlier were Australasia, at 9 per cent., Central 
and Eastern Mediterranean Countries at 14 per cent., and East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India at 6} per cent. 

Total clearances with cargo in the foreign trade to all areas showed 
an increase of 11 per cent. over the previous quarter and at 4 per cent. 
more than July-September 1951, rose to the highest figure since ihe 
third quarter of 1939, and this was the case with both Commonwealth 
and foreign countries. Irish Republic ; Northern Europe (Foreign) ; 
East Africa, Persian Gulf, India; and North America (Atlantic 
Coast) with increases ranging from 10 to 22 per cent. compared with @ 
year earlier, recorded tonnages higher than for any quarter during the 
past 13 years and Central and Eastern Mediterranean countries and 
North America (Pacific Coast), although showing a decline against 
the previous quarter, were 14 and 21 per cent., respectively, higher 
than a year ago. Clearances to West Indies and Central America, 
South America (Atlantic Coast) and South and Central America 
(Pacific Coast) were less than July-September 1951, but the sharpest 
decline was one of 32 per cent. to Australasia. 


Arrivals and Departures 


The table on page 886 shows arrivals and departures with cargo 
in the foreign trade grouped according to port areas and further tables 
show arrivals and departures at the principal United Kingdom ports 
of all vessels in the foreign and coasting trades, respectively. 

Arrivals and departures with cargo in the foreign trade during 
July-September 1952 were generally greater than the previous quarter, 
but compared with the same period of 1951, arrivals at most ports 
were less. At London there was a decrease of 421,000 tons net and 
Liverpool, Manchester and Dover showed falls ranging from 88,000 
tons net to 256,00 tons net. Arrivals at Hull, Harwich, Grange- 
mouth, Belfast, Bristol and Tyne-ports were also lower than a year 
earlier. Increases were recorded of 743,000 tons net for Southampton 
and 116,000 tons net for Swansea, which were the highest for 14 years, 
while Glasgow tonnage rose by 70,000 tons net to the highest since 
the second quarter of 1944. 

Total departures with cargo in the foreign trade were considerably 
higher than in the April-June 1952, and July-September 1951 
quarters and were the highest since the third quarter of 1939. Among

the largest increases compared with a year ago were Southampton at 
374,000 tons net more and London at 204,000 tons net more, and 
these ports together with Middlesbrough, Grangemouth and Folke- 
stone each recorded the highest figures of departures since 1939. 
Glasgow, Cardiff and Hull showed increases ranging from 68,000 to 
116,000 tons net. Departures at Dover, although greater than the 
previous quarter, fell by 218,000 tons net against July-September 1951, 
and declines ranging from 47,000 to 58,000 tons net were shown for 
Manchester, Bristol, Plymouth and Harwich, 

Arrivals and departures with cargo in the coasting trade for July- 
September 1952 were the highest recorded for any quarter for the 
past 28 years. Inward and outward movement at Hull, Aberdeen, 
Stranraer and Belfast was the greatest for over 13 years, but there were 
increases at most ports compared with July-September 1951, the 
most notable being for gencral movement at London, Belfast, Stran- 
raer, Hull and Bristol, and for departures from Southampton and 
the Tyne-ports. 


September Statistics 


Entrances with cargo in the foreign trade, during September at 
5-7 million tons net were slightly less than August, but owing to 
September being a shorter month the daily average rate was higher 
than in the previous month and September 1951. On the same basis 
clearances were 1 per cent. up on August and 7 per cent. on the 
corresponding period of 1951. 

The daily average rate of entrances in the foreign trade of vessels in 
ballast was 10 per cent. lower than August but 11 per cent. higher 
than September 1951, while for clearances the rate was 8 and 12 per 
cent. less than August 1952, and September 1951, respectively. 

In the coasting trade the daily average rate of arrivals and departures 
increased by 6 per cent. over last month. Compared with September 
1951, the inward movement was greater by 6 per cent. and the outward 
movement by 64 per cent 

The table below shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel shipped for 
the use of vessels engaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels 
during the periods specified 

The daily average of bunker coal shipped in September was the 
lowest for seven years and 7 per cent. less than September 1951. Ship- 
ment of fuel oil on the same basis was 9 per cent. higher than the 
previous month and 16 per cent. greater than September 1951.

Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the Unit d Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise cargo 
or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels moving 
between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or passengers 
from or for a port abroad. For example, the c »:st : ise movement in ballast 
includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the discharge of 
cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, proceed 
coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 

(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores, 

(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (2) and 
include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 

(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY OCTOBER 29 


Asked whether he had noted the appreciable fall in the value of 
exports of pottery for September last, as compared with September 
1951 ; and what were the reasons for this change, the President of 
the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, replied that the main 
reasons were the imposition of import restrictions abroad, and some 
reduction in demand for consumer goods in many overseas markets. 
The most notable decline was in exports to Australia, which fell from 
£329,000 in September 1951 to £34,000 in September 1952. 


THURSDAY OCTOBER 30 


Number of Bankruptcies 


From October 1, 1951 to September 30, 1952 there were 2,034 
bankruptcies in England and Wales, the President stated. For the 
annual periods ended August 31, 1951, 1950 and 1949 the numbers 
were 1,948, 1,809 and 1,432, respectively. 

In reply to another question about the number of bankruptcies 
which had occurred in England each month since January 1951, the 
President said that the figures for England and Wales were :—

British Institute of Management 


Asked what annual grants or subscription the British Institute of 
Management was receiving from all Government sources ; and if he 
would make a statement of policy indicating whether it was intended 
to continue subsidising this institution, the President replied that in 
the current year the Board of Trade was paying a grant-in-aid to 
the British Institute of Management of £50,000. Besides this, a sum 
of nearly £1,000 was paid in the form of subscriptions from different 
Government Departments. ‘These corresponded to the subscriptions 
paid by private firms and individuals, and for them the Departments 
received the services given to subscribers to the Institute. Future 
policy was under consideration. 


Imports of Tobacco 


The President said that the import of dollar tobacco had for many 
years been severely restricted because of balance of payments 
difficulties, and this policy would be maintained. The United 
Kingdom manufacturers had bought increasing quantities of tobacco 
from the Sterling Area, and he expected this trend to continue. 

The President added that United Kingdom manufacturers expected 
to buy about 50 million Ib. of tobacco for immediate import from this 
year’s North American crops and had already arranged for another 
70 million Ib. to be held for them in the United States. In 1951, they 
bought some 265 million lb. of dollar tobacco, some of which went 
into stocks which were now being used to maintain production. The 
trade bought 105 million Ib. of Sterling Area tobacco from the 1951 
crops and he expected they would buy 115 million Ib. from the 1952 
crops. Had the Southern Rhodesian crops been up to expectations, 
they would have bought more. 


Trade with Argentina, Brazil and Egypt 


Asked the reasons for the contraction of imports from Argentina, 
Brazil and Egypt during the last nine months ; and what steps were 
being taken to expand both import and export trade with these 
countries, the President replied that imports from these countries 
had fallen mainly because the goods we would have wanted to buy 
were not available, were dearer than elsewhere or because our stocks 
were already high. The sterling earnings of these countries had 
consequently been lower and they had in turn cut down their imports 
of United Kingdom goods. While Her Majesty’s Government were 
fully conscious of the desirability of increasing our trade with these 
countries, he would remind the questioner that if these countries 
made available adequate supplies of goods we needed at the right 


price, our imports would increase and they would be able to earn 
more sterling with which they could according to the circumstances, 
either pay back arrears of debt for goods already delivered or increase 
their imports from this country. 

ion Route : 

There was little evidence that visitors from abroad were being 
deterred from booking accommodation in hotels on the Coronation 
procession route because of charges or for any other reason, the 
President stated. But reports of over-charging, even if without 
substantial foundation, injured the hotel industry and could have a 
very damaging long-term effect on our tourist trade. He was 
confident that the best course was for the hotel industry itself to assume 
responsibility for safeguarding its good name, and he had asked the 
Coronation Accommodation Committee what measures they Proposed 
to this end. 

The President added that Commonwealth visitors who had any 
difficulty in securing accommodation at reasonable prices should get 
in touch with the Coronation Accommodation Department at 88 
Brook Street, London, who would make every effort to help them. | 


B.S.I. Kite Mark \ 


Asked how many goods were so far entitled to bear the new Ki 
mark, the symbol of their quality of the British Standards Institution, 
the President replied that he assumed the questioner was referri 
to goods formerly included in the Utility Scheme. In this fiel 
the Kite mark of the British Standards Institution could now 
applied to domestic bedding and would soon, he hoped, apply 
safety boots and shoes for miners and other industrial workers, 
woollen berets. Preparations were also being made as rapidly 
possible to apply the mark to a wide variety of textile goods. . Ig 
addition the Kite mark already applied to a number sommnnie 
outside the former Utility Scheme.

Cotton Imports from Japan 


The President was asked whether he was aware that despi 
unemployment in Lancashire, Japanese cotton imports into th 
country for the first nine months of 1952 rose to a value of £10,411, 
as against {5,915,000 in the same period last year and only £3,940, 
in the first nine months of 1950 ; in view of his decision in May 
that no further licences were to be granted for the time being for t 
import of cotton textiles from Japan except in relation to outstandin| 
commitments, in what circumstances this increase in Japanese cottor 
imports had taken place ; and what further action he proposed t 
take in the matter. . 

He replied that while the value of these imports had risen over t 
period, the quantity had fallen. Imports this year had includ 
considerable quantities of canvas for the defence programme whi 
was appreciably dearer than the grey cloth normally imported. 
These contracts were placed in Japan between February dnd 
September 1951, at a time when capacity was not available in this 
country. He understood that they had now been completed, and he 
did not think any further action was necessary. 


Merchandise Marks Act 

Asked whether he would take steps to protect the public from the 
purchase of articles made of substitute materials which were er+ 
roneously described as being made of leather, the President said that 
protection was given by the Merchandise Marks Act, 1887. It was 
an offence under that Act to apply to goods a false description as to 
the material of which they were composed or to sell goods to which 
such false description was applied. 


Nylon Stockings and Yarn 

The President was asked if he could now announce the quota of 
foreign made nylon stockings for which import licences were to be 
granted in the first half of 1953 ; and whether it was proposed at the 
same time to make an allocation of nylon yarn to British manu- 
facturers to be used for the home trade. 

He replied: ‘No, Sir.” He hoped to announce quotas for the 
items included in the Schedules to Notice to Importers No. 518, 
before the end of November. Allocations of nylon yarn to British 
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stocking manufacturers were made half-yearly and manufacturers 
had been notified on October 30 of their allocations for the period 
beginning on November 2. Manufacturers were not prevented from 
selling at home the stockings which they made from the yarn allocated 
to them but a manufacturer's yarn allocation depended principally 
upon the value of his exports of nylon stockings.

available to the Board of Trade, 12 new factories exceeding 5,000 
square feet in area and 27 extensions (exceeding 5,000 square feet im 
area) to existing factories were now in course of construction in the 
Merseyside Development Area. The total area was 3,276,000 
square feet. According to the estimates made by the undertakings 
when applying for their Industrial Development Certificates, the 
number of jobs which may be provided in these establishments 
amounted to about 14,000. 

In 1950, 66 factories and extensions, with an area of 1,975,000 
square feet, were granted Industrial Development Certificates. The 
figures for 1951 were 65 factories and extensions, with an area of 
3,025,000 square feet, and for the period January 1, to October 22, 
1952, 34 factories and extensions, with an area of 2,117,000 square feet. 
Output of Tin 

Asked as representing the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
what steps he proposed to take to increase the output of tin from the 
indigenous resources of this country, especially in view of the proposal 
won under consideration that all the tin concentrates from Bolivia 
should be shipped to the American smelters at Texas, the Secretary 
for Overseas trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, replied that the Chancellor 
was ready to consider any sound and practical proposals to increase 
the mine output of tin in the United Kingdom. He was not aware 
that the proposal referred to in the second part of the question was at 
present under consideration. 


Consumption of Chipboard 


The present annual consumption of chipboard in the United 
Kingdom was estimated by the trade at between 11$ and 14 million 
square feet, while the annual maximum production capacity was 
estimated at between 20 and 25 million square feet, Mr. Mackeson 
said. 

Chipboard was made almost exclusively from industrial wood waste 
from saw mills and joinery factories, derived mainly from imported 
soft woods. The amount of waste from home-grown timber could 
not be estimated reliably, but the proportion was probably under 
5 per cent. of the total need. 


Production of Wolfram and Nickel 


Mr. Mackeson said that a statement was made in August by the 
Uganda Government about the facilities available for the development 
of wolfram production. This included an offer by the Ministry of 
Materials to purchase the output of wolfram concentrates at market 
prices with a guaranteed minimum price for a period of five years. 

The Uganda Government's technical services, which had been 
expanded, would advise miners on technical problems and prospecting 
licences, to promote an orderly development of the wolfram resources 
of the country. 

Shipments of wolfram ore from Uganda to the United Kingdom 
were estimated at 40 tons (metal content) in 1952, and may reach 
double this figure next year. 

As regards the production of nickel in Tanganyika, he was informed 
that a private company had Special Exclusive Prospecting Licences 
covering 1,678 square miles. The work was still at an exploratory 
stage, and he was not able to make any statement on the likelihood of 
production.

Status of Austria for Trading with 


the Enemy Purposes 


THE Board of Trade have made an Order (*) under which as from 

November 5 Austria finally ceases to be treated as enemy territory 
for all purposes of the Trading with the Enemy Act and Orders. 

The state of war with Austria was formally terminated on 
September 16, 1947, and current trade with Austria was freed from 
Trading with the Enemy restrictions on October 14, 1947. However, 
the effect of an Order in Councilt made on September 28, 1944, was 
that areas which at that date were under enemy sovereignty continued 
to be subject to the whole of the Trading with the Enemy Act and 
Orders until the Board of Trade by order direct otherwise. 

By virtue of the present Order, Austria ceases to be treated as 
enemy territory for all purposes of the Trading with the Enemy Act 
and Orders, and persons resident in or carrying on business in Austria 
cease to be enemies within the definition of that Act. 

Money and property in the United Kingdom which belong to 
Austrian persons and which are under Board of Trade or Custodian 
control will be restored to Austrian ownership in accordance with the 
terms of the Money and Property Agreement ¢ between Her Majesty’s 
Government and the Austrian Federal Government which was 
concluded on June 30, 1952.

Success of British Radio 


Exhibition in Singapore 


By the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Malaya 


N THE Malayan market for radio equipment, competition from 

Dutch and other European manufacturers has for some years been 

seriously increasing, with the result that trade in British radio goods 
began to show signs of being strangled. This iituation in a British 
colonial market convinced the British manufacturers and their 
Singapore representatives that drastic counter measures were neces- 
sary. In consequence, they combined recently to hold a British Radio 
Exhibition at the Happy World Stadium in Singapore. 

This exhibition was opened by the Governor of Singapore, Mr. T. F. 
Nicoll. His opening speech was televised by a United Kingdom firm, 
this being the first public demonstration of television in Malaya and 
the second in Asia (the same British firm having demonstrated it a 
few days previously in Bangkok). Another prominent guest at the 
opening was His Highness the Raja Muda of Selangor, who placed 
an order for a large radiogram in a carved teak cabinet, the first order 
to be placed at the exhibition. Later the Governor bought a long- 
playing record player. 


Record Attendance 


The British Radio Exhibition ran very successfully for 16 days, 
during which it was visited by well over 100,000 people—over 90,000 
paid for admission. It was held concurrently with the annual 
Singapore Trade Fair which, thanks to the attraction of the British 
Radio Exhibition, was visited by a record crowd of 350,000 people, 
over 100,000 more than in any previous year. 

During this time the exhibition was visited by leading members 
of the communities in Singapore, some of whom made speeches 
before the television camera (which transmitted pictures to receivers 
in the Stadium) and were seen by up to a thousand people on each 
occasion, Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, Commissioner-General for the 
United Kingdom in South East Asia, visited the exhibition and gave 
an address before the television camera. On this occasion 2,000 of 
the leading citizens in Singapore were invited to a private view. Other 
visitors and speakers were Mr. T. P. F. McNeice, the President of the 
City Council, Mr. Andrew Gilmour, Secretary for Economic Affairs 
and the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Malaya, as well as

members of the Executive and Legislative Councils, prominent 
members of local welfare organizations, etc. 

Sixteen British manufacturers participated in the exhibition. Their 
exhibits ranged from a television demonstration and a demonstration 
of marine radar to displays of domestic radio receivers and radiograms, 
record players, valves and cathode ray tubes, lighting equipment for 
radio studios, VHF communications equipment, sound equipment, 
etc. 

In addition to the commercial exhibitors, the Malayan Department 
of Broadcasiing (Radio Malaya) moved an entire studio into the centre 
of the exhibition from which demonstration broadcasts, some of them 
going over the Radio Malaya network, were held continuously during 
the exhibition. Radio Malaya also occupied a stand on which they 
demonstrated some of their electronic equipment. 

A number of items of special interest were demonstrated in the 
** Hall of Wonder,” including a model television studio (flown out 
specially for the show by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner), 
a Geiger counter for use in atomic research, an electronic counter and 
a number of smaller items of technical interest. Local radio papers 
also participated. 

The British Council displayed some excellent photographs illus- 
trating the history of the British radio industry. 


Wide Publicity 


Publicity for the exhibition was excellent. First mention of it was 
made in the Singapore press in April and after that it was mentioned 
regularly right up to the time of opening, a climax being reached when 
The Straits Times published two pages featuring the exhibition ; 
Radio Weekly the foremost publication in Malaya devoted to 
radio, published a special supplement and guide to the exhibition. 
The exhibition also received a generous mention in a special supple- 
ment in The Singapore Free Press devoted to the Singapore 
Trade Fair, as well as featuring prominently among the news items 
in these and other papers. Every day during the exhibition the 
principal Singapore papers gave it prominence and space was given 
especially to reporting visits to the show by prominent visitors like 
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Mr. Malcolm MacDonald. Altogether the exhibition was mentioned 
79 times in the Singapore English-language press alone ; similar 
coverage was given in the vernacular newspapers. 


The exhibition was judged by the public and the press to have been 
an enormous success. ‘To a great extent this was the result of intro- 
ducing television to Singapore for the first time. ‘Thanks to the large 
number of people who paid to enter the cost to the exhibitors was 
reduced to a very moderate figure in relation to the publicity which 
they all received. The television demonstration started a public 
demand, mainly in the press, that Singapore should have television 
as soon as possible ; in consequence a campaign is being pursued to 
profit from the interest which has been aroused in order to secure 
orders for British television equipment. 


The success of this exhibition has given rise to suggestions that a 
British Radio Exhibition should be held each year in Singapore and 
this may turn out to be practicable. 


It is not possible to assess accurately the effect of the exhibition 
on sales of British radio equipment ; but exhibitors reported many 
enquiries and sales resulting directly from the exhibition will amply 
cover the cost and trouble of participating for most exhibitors. The 
British radio industry, and indirectly British industry in general, has 
undoubtedly derived great benefit from this show, which received 
nothing but praise from every quarter, including the congratulations 
of Dutch rivals. 


The Singapore representatives have expressed great appreciation 
of the support for the exhibition provided by the United Kingdom 
radio industry through the British Radio Equipment Manufacturers 
Association and other trade associations connected with it, and also 
for the help given by the Board of Trade and the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner and his staff in Singapore.

Effect of United States—Venezuelan Tariff Rates on Goods 


of United Kingdom Origin 


NOTICE published in last week’s Board of Trade Yournal, 
page 832, under the heading, U.S.A. and Venezuela, gave details 
of the modifications in United States import tax rates as a result 

of a Supplementary Trade Agreement between the United States of 
America and Venezuela, which was signed at Caracas on August 28, 
1952, and effective from October 11, 1952. 


The Supplementary Agreement cancels certain of the previous 
treaty rates and in some cases introduces new rates. The effect of 
this is to increase some, and decrease other, duties leviable on goods of 
United States origin. Under a treaty of 1825 between the United 
Kingdom and Venezuela which provides for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment, the new rates are also leviable on goods of United 
Kingdom origin.

THE Board of Trade have received the following United States 
Treasury Decision (T.D. 53100) regarding the tariff classification of 
certain goods imported into the United States :—

Paraguay 
Increases in Customs Tariff 


THE Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy in Asuncion reports 
that Paraguayan customs duties on imports have been substantially 
increased as from October 3, 1952. 


All taxes by weight, volume, and measure are increased by 400 
per cent. and additional ad valorem taxes are increased from the 
previous 6 per cent. or 11 per cent. to 8 per cent. or 15 per cent. 
respectively. Any other ad valorem taxes are increased by 36-4 
per cent. 

An ad valorem tax of 5 per cent. is to be levied on all goods which 
have hitherto been imported free of duty. Exceptions may be 
granted on machinery and equipment imported with foreign exchange 
where these represent capital investments.

Peru 


Duty Free Import of Isonicotine 


A RECENT Ministerial Resolution permits the import of isonicotine 
into Peru free of duty. The normal regulations covering the import 
of pharmaceutical products must be observed. 

The drugs may only be sold to the public in forms acceptable to the 
Peruvian authorities and upon production of a doctor’s prescription. 


Hygienic Control of Processed Milk 


Under the terms of Peruvian Supreme Decree No. 153 of September 
25, 1952, processed milks, both imported and produced in Peru, are 
made subject to control and analysis by the Department of Nutrition 
of the Division of Hygiene of the Directorate General of Public 
Health. 

The Decree lays down the conditions of analysis and control of 
evaporated, condensed and powdered milks, as well as milks of normal 
consistency which are sold in vacuum-sealed metal containers.

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Syrian Import Regulations 


THE Board of Trade have received translations of further Syrian 
Government Notifications of import regulations. 
Imports of Water melons, Tariff No. 61(c) were forbidden as from 
August 27, and any licences issued prior to that date which are not 
fully used up are invalid. 


Lentils, Tariff No. 51 (b), which were subject to import licensing, 
do not now require licences if they are imported for crushing and 
subsequent re-export. (See Board of Trade Journal of September 13, 
page 528.) 

Imports of Lemon presses and salt cellars of glass, Tariff 
No. 675, were forbidden as from August 17. Licences for these 
goods, issued before the date of the regulation will remain valid, 
provided that the goods were shipped or paid for by that date. These 
licences will not be extended or renewed. 


Syrian Export Regulations 


THE Board of Trade have received translations of further Syrian 
Government Notifications of export regulations. 


The ban on the export of rubber tyres, Tariff No 375, which was 
announced in the Board of Trade Journal on June 30, 1951 (page 185) 
has been withdrawn ; this commodity may now be exported if licences 
are obtained. 

The export of millet, Tariff No. 74 (b) is now subject to export 
licensing, and must be effected through the Port of Latakia. 

The regulation requiring licences to be obtained for exports of 
fruits and vegetables, which was reported in the Board of Trade 
Journal on February 16, 1952 (page 368), has been cancelled, and 
these commodities may be imported freely. 


Syrian Customs Tariff Exemptions 


UNDER A recent Syrian Law for the Encouragement of Industry, 
exemption from customs duty will be granted to certain industries 
for imports of machines, raw materials, constructional equipment 
and building materials. As far as is known, no industries have yet 
been nominated for exemption under this law. 
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Jordan Customs Tariff Exemptions 


THE Board of Trade have received translations of Notices in the 
Jordan Official Gazette making certain exemptions from the Jordan 
Customs Tariff. 


Provided that it is imported direct by the manufacturers, or obtained 
by them from bond, palm oil, and non-edible coconut oil (of 15 per 
cent. acidity), intended for use in the manufacture of soap, is exempt 
from customs duty. The total quantity to be imported will be fixed 
by the Minister of Trade. 


The following customs concessions have been granted to the Arab 
Legion N.A.A.F.I. :— 

(a) Tobacco for use in the local manufacture of cigarettes to be 
allocated to the institute is exempt from 50 per cent. of the customs 
duty applicable ; 

(b) Cigarettes imported by the Institute within an annual quota 
are exempt from 50 per cent. of the customs duty ; 

(c) Other commodities, including alcoholic drinks (within an annual 
quota), and canned foodstuffs, are exempt from customs duty when 
imported by the Institute. 


Ceylon Industrial Products Act 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Colombo has 

forwarded a copy of a notification relating to the Ceylon Industrial 
Products Act, No. 18, 1949, the effect of which is to amend the notice 7” 
about sarongs published in the Board of Trade Journal on October 25, © 
1952, page 798, as follows :— :

Imports into Cuba 


Y A Decree issued by the Cuban Ministry of Finance on September 

26, 1952, and published in the Official Gazette on October 13, the 
application of the existing sales tax of 3 per cent. on imports of certain 
types of machinery and accessories, is regularized. The provisions 
of any previous Decrees, Resolutions, or Administrative Orders, 
which in any way conflict with the provisions of this Decree, are 
invalidated. 

In future the 3 per cent. sales tax will be levied on the following

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Amendments to Import and 
Exchange Regulations in Nicaragua 


HE NICARAGUAN authorities have amended the Import and 

Exchange Regulations which were introduced on November 9, 
1950. The relevant amendments affecting United Kingdom exporters 
to Nicaragua are as follows :— 

Imports by the Government or its subordinates which are paid 
for out of State loans authorized by Parliament, are exempt 
from the requirement of prior registration of such imports 
(not formerly exempt). 

Changes have been made in certain categories of imports which 
are exempt from the requirement of prior registration and 
payment of deposit, provided that their import does not mean 
a transfer of funds abroad :— 

(a) Specimens and samples whose f.o.b. value does not exceed 
the equivalent of $50 (£17-857) (formerly $20 or £7:143). 

(b) Gifts from abroad, provided the quantity cannot be 
considered commercial and the f.o.b. value does not 
exceed $50 (£17-857) (formerly $20 or £7-143). 

(c) Baggage and personal effects of persons entering the 
country in conformity with items 1136 and 1137 of the 
Customs Act. (New addition). 

(d) Articles of no commercial 
advertisement. (New addition). 

Imports landed in Nicaragua and destined for other Central 
American countries with which Nicaragua has Free Trade 
Treaties, are exempt from the provisions of the Import and 
Exchange regulations.

Saudi Arabia. The import of the following goods is still prohibited : 
Alcoholic drinks, articles of non-Muslim worship, musical in- 
struments, pork products (including pig-skin) and statuary articles.

Indian Import Trade Control 


HE United ingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has

Import Licensing Regulations in 
British Colonies

Cyprus 
Exemptions from Import Duty 


THE Board of Trade have received a copy of the Cyprus Wireless 
Sets (Import Duty Exemption) Order, 1952, which states that wireless 
sets (receiving) complete, the full value of which, landed at the port 
of importation in Cyprus, does not exceed £6, shall be admitted into 
the Colony free of any import duty. 

Provided that the importer gives an undertaking that he will not 
sell any such set at a price which would give a total profit (to the 
importer and retailer) exceeding 33 per cent. of the full value as 
aforesaid, that he will notify the Postmaster-General and furnish 
him with full details of all sales of such sets (including the price at 
which they have been sold) and that, if he fails to observe any of the 
conditions of the undertaking, he shall be liable to pay the import 
duty on such sets at the rate to which they were liable at the time of 
clearance for home consumption.

OTICE No. 630 issued by the Irish Republic Revenue Com- 

missioners announces that the Government have made an Order 
under the Control of Imports Acts, 1934 and 1937, entitled Control 
of Imports (Amendment of Quota No. 45 and Revocation of Quota 
No. 46) Order, 1952, the effect of which is to :-— 

fa) amend Control of Imports (Quota No. 45) Order, 1949, and 

(b) revoke Control of Imports (Quota No. 46) Order, 1949, 
in respect of the goods affected which are imported on or after 
October 31, 1952. 

The scope of the Control of Imports (Quota No. 45) Order, 1949,

Restoration of Import Duties 


NOTICE No. 628, issued by the Irish Republic Revenue Com-

Overseas Importers

Kingdom and residents of the United Kingdom proposing to emigrate 
to New Zealand. 
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Union of South Africa 
Packing Materials: Foot and Mouth Disease 


The Senior United Kingdom Trade Commissioner has drawn 
attention to the provisions of Union Government Gazette Notice 
No. 284, dated March 3, 1939, which require that where hay or straw 
is imported into South "Africa as packing material it must either be 
accompanied by an official certificate from the country of origin or 
it must remain in a bond store on arrival for a period of four months. 

The present concern of the South African authorities with this 
matter is illustrated by the following extract from the Union’s official 
magazine, Commerce and Industry, for August 1952 :— 

“* As Foot and Mouth Disease has become very active in Europe, including 
the United Kingdom, and in certain other countries, the Division of 
Veterinary Services, Pretoria, will greatly appreciate a very strict interpre- 
tation of the provisions of Government Notice No. 284 of March 3, 1939, 
which requires particular action in regard to the treatment of hay and straw 
used in the packing of merchandise, and imported in this way, in order to 
prevent the possible introduction of Foot and Mouth Disease through this 
medium into South Africa. 

“ Paragraph 2 of Government Notice No. 1484 of July 22, 1949, requires 
the authority of a veterinary permit before any article or material used in 
the transportation of stock can be introduced into the Union. Normally 
the Veterinary Officer at the port of entry is able to control the requirements 
of this regulation, but it is rather the requirements of Government Notice 
No. 284 of 1939 about which the Division of Veterinary Services seeks the 
co-operation of importers. 

“* Merchandise is frequently packed in hay and straw and when such 
goods arrive in the Union from countries affected with Foot and Mouth 
Disease, the Division of Veterinary Services is anxious to know that the 
merchandise has been appropriately treated in the manner described by the 
regulation or, alternatively, that the packing material will be adequately 
disposed of after the merchandise has been unpacked. 

“* Apart from the United Kingdom and Europe, Foot and Mouth Disease 
exists in certain parts of Canada, in the Argentine, in other South American 
States and also in many other countries, and as there is always the danger of 
the introduction of this dreaded stock disease into South Africa along with 
infected packing material, importers should realize that it is a matter of the 
greatest importance and urgency that it be kept out of our country.”
